So far the Government, through the Coal 


Controller, whose authority extends to Ireland, 
have taken no steps to deal with the coal needs 
and coal supplies of this country im Ue way ol 
regulating them. What the Coal Coutroller 
may do is, of course, a big and open question, 
So 
far, then, the coal supply arraugemenis for this 
country are in private hands. Lhe Ministry of 
Munitions here does not, contrary to what one 
might expect, make its own arrange menu\s lor 
importing coal for munition factories, but orders 
supplies through the trade. At present there 
appears to be no actual difficulty in procuring 
coul, though prices exercise a decided check on 
demand, but some amount of apprebensjon 
appears to be felt about future supplies, owing 
to the great calls upon shipping. About 120,00u 
tons of coal a mouth pass into Dublin from 
Great Britain, and tt is pretty clear that con- 
sumers are now laying in stocks. That, bow- 
ever, must apply chiefly in the case of coal 
used for the warming of private or puble 
buildings, though consumption is here NI y re 
duced also during the summer at electric light- 
ing and gas-making plants. The chief source of 
supply for this part of Ireland is Lancashire. 
From South Wales only steam ogy) for 
special purposes, is imported. Supplies from 
Yorksntre and Notis have been reduced to 
some extent. By no means all the coal] that 
comes into Dublin remains in the city: a good 
deal of it goes across the country to Galway, 
Limerick, and Cork. Towns in the South and 
West find it difficult to get supplies by sea, 
owing to lack of tonnage and the high figures 
to which freightage rises on the voyage to the 
West and Seuth coasts. There is piso, of 
course, more risk of loss if a consignment 
goes all the way by sea to the West ins of 
by sea to Dublin and thence by rail. It is un- 
likely that much coal is stored in the South and 
West, for these parts of the country have not 
been too well supplied. 

The future is by no means clear; for it de- 
pends not only on shipping facilities, but on 
the war demands in ae oe and Scotland for 
coal and for labour. There are several un- 
certain factors in regard to future supplies. Jt 
is hardly likely, however, that the needs of 
Ireland have escaped the attention of the Coal 
Controller, so that an announcement of action 
on his part would not be surprising. His latest 
restrictions of the transport of English and 
Scotch coal do pot annul export contracts, but 
the indirect effect of the new arrangements by 
which the mines will supply their surrounding 
areas in order to curtail railway demands is 
expected to be serious in regard to the Irish 
trade. The result of the latest Order will be to 
reserve some of the supplies which have been 
available for Ireland for the use of the areas in 
which they are rai The exports from Lan- 
cashire are being seriously curtailed, and to 
make up the deficiency in this chief supply Irish 
merchants wil) have to turn to Scottish coalfielde. 
That necessity will raise the question of quality 
and the etill more serious one of freight, owin 
to the le voyage. In a short time the coal- 
fields of ireland should be supplying an in- 
creased yield, but all who deal with eoal are

Yesterday afternoon the annual meeting of 
the friends and supporters, including the 
Managing Committee, of the Royal Hospital for 
Incurables was held in the boardroom of that 
institution at Donnybrook for the purpose of 
receiving. the Committee’s annual report, and 
to hear eomething of the working of the hoe- 
pital during the past year.

The Registrar (Mr. John J. Thompson) read the 
one hundred and seventy-third annual report and 
statement of accounts, which stated that day and 
night the work of ministering to the wants of. over 
200 poor euiterers, alfilicted with every. form of 
incurable disease, has been carried out in a kindiy 
and efficient manner by the staff of the hospital. 
The completion of two new additions to the hospital, 
referred to in last year's report, increased. the 
number of beds from 213 to 249. The hospital is now 
up-to date and filled with every modern require- 
ment. The cost of the new buildings, aduitions, 
and alterations has been very heaw, a sum of over 
£26,000 having beem already paid; and, as further 
liabilities have te be met before the accouhis are 
closed, the Board @ppeal with confidence to the 
friends and supporters of the charity for contribu- 
tions towards this very necessary expenditure. 
Notwithstanding an exceptienally severe winter. the 
health of the patients has been well maintained 
during the year, the death rate, 12.066 on the total 
treated during the year, being the lowest ever 
recorded. Eight elections were held during the 
vyear—-136 candidates applied for admission, and 40 
were elected. For the first time in the history of the 
haspital, the ordinary annual expenditure exceeds 
£10,000—a resuit not to be wondered at, haying 
regard to the extraordinary war conditions pre vail 
ing. A meailea day once a week has been 
established, the substituted. dinner consisting of 
soup, potatoes, and bread. In this item alone @ 
saving of over £5 per week has been eifected. The 
ordinary income is over £200. less than iast 
mainly due.to decreased receipts from invesiments. 
bequests are substantially in excess of jast years 
figure, and include a eum of 2400 allocated by) 
Mr. Beruard Robinson, of DPheopotstown, hilcoc., 
executor, out of funds left in. his Giscretion ior 
charitable purposes in Ireland under the whi of 
the late Mr. Bernard W. Carew.
